after November 7, when Judge 
Hensley issues his final decision. 


In making his ruling, which was 
in the form of a declaratory judg- 
ment, the judge commented that 
the “ringing of a bell” does not 
constitute the wall of separation 
between Church and State in the 
public school that the recent Me- 
Collum decision of the U.S. Su- 
preme Court requires. 


This was a reference to the tes- 
timony of several Sisters who ad- 
mitted teaching catechism in the 
public schools in which they were 
eriployed, but who said that they 
taught it from 8:30 to 9 a.m., be- 
fore the regular school day began, 


Judge Hensley also remarked 
that the wearing of religious garb 
by public school teachers might 
not alone be unconstitutional, but 
that in this case, which involves 30 
schools in eleven New Mexico 
counties, it .was- found in the 
midst of many sectarian influences. 


The trial was an outgrowth of 
friction in the town of Dixon, 
where a part of the community re- 
sisted efforts to hire Catholic Sis- 
ters as teachers in a new public 
school. Mrs. Lydia Zellers of Dix- 
on, two. Protestant ministers, and 
25 other individuals were the com- 
plainants, and 200 persons, inckud- 
mg Catholic Sisters, Brothers and 
priests, and State and local school 
officials, were the defendants in the 
case. 


Aiding in the preparation of the 
plaintiff’s case was E. Hilton Jack- 
son of Washington, D.C., repre- 
senting the Protestants and Other 
Americans United for Separation 
of Church and State. Charles 
Fahy, former United States Solici- 
tor General, was one of the attor- 
neys for the defendants. 


Amon those who testified in the 
closing days of the trial was Mrs. 
Gail Barber, State elementary 
school supervisor and a non-Cath- 
olic, who declared that many im- 
provements in New  Mexico’s 
schools were due to Sisters, that 
they do not teach religion during 
school hours and are under the 
Same control as other teachers.

Archbishop Rummel believes 
Catholic women are alert to the 
necessity of an active pursuit of 
Catholic principles and ideals and 
their responsibilities, a challenge 
inherit in our Catholic Faith to 
overcome the tendency in them- 
selves and others alert to the 
needs of outstanding demonstra- 
tions of the beauty salt grandeur of 
Catholie life for the edification of 
others.

Canton, 0.—The distinctive con- 
tribution America can make _ to 
civilization is the protection of hu- 
man freedom and the safeguarding 
of world peace, the Rev. Dr. John 
A. O’Brien, Professor of Religion 
at the University of Notre Dame, 


declared here, Oct. 10, at the Dis- 
covery Day Banquet of the Canton 
Council, Knights of Columbus. 


Father O’Brien, speaking on the 
theme “The Light That Shall Not 
Fail,” pointed out that “Civiliza- 
tion may be viewed as a vast 
mosaic on which each nation has 
traced its distinctive contribution 
and reflected its peculiar genius.” 

“On that world mosaic the 
Greeks have imprinted the ideal of 
beauty in sculpture. Rome with its 


system of law has laid the founda- 
tion for jurisprudence. Poland has 
given us music, Italy painting, 
while Germany was a pioneer in 
the development of science. France 
has given the world great art and 
England a matchless literature. 
America symbolizes to the world 
the ideal of human freedom and 
the Statue of Liberty is the 
tes yaa voicing of this noble 
ideal.” 

Stressing that America can pro- 
tect human freedom by standing 
unfalteringly in defense of the 
ideals of democracy and liberty for 
which she fought in two world 
wars, Father O’Brien told the 
group that by mobilizing the free- 
dom loving nations, America can 
rally an overwhelming predomi- 
nance of power in defense of free- 
dom and democracy without re- 
course to war.

for social center workers and vol-} 


unteers, declared Professor Wil- 
liam D. Wilkins recently at the 
annual installation dinner for the 
Gary-Alerding Settlement House 
officers. 

But, he added, men and women 
who take special pains to under- 
stand and help th: much-discussed

In discussing “Kids and Social

Mary, Like Jesus, Saddened by Sin 


‘Now, all that we have written 
about the sorrowful appearance of 
Jesus, in His visits to St. Margar- 
et Mary, at Paray, may, to a cer- 
tain extent, be attributed to Mary, 
in her apparitions at LaSalette, 
Lourdes and Fatima. 


She, like Her Divine Son, was 
grieved by the corruption of the 
whole world by sin. And, like Him, 
too, she requested that penance 
be performed in satisfaction for 
our personal sins, and that repar- 
ation should be offered for the 
conversion of poor sinners. 


In her apparition to the two 
shepherd children at LaSalette, 
France, she wept bitterly, and 
sadly told them that her Divine 
Son was abgut to chastise the 
people for théir sins. 


At Lourdes she exclaimed very 
sorrowfully to little Bernadette: 
“Penance! Penance! Penance!” 


Finally, at Fatima, Our Blessed 
Mother appeared to be sad, after 
having shown the children the 
fearsome vision of hell, during the 
July apparition. And little Jacinta, 
speaking of Our Lady’s appear- 
ance to her, said: “She looked 
very sad, and [ felt so sorry for 
her.” 

Some years after the Appari- 
tions, Lucia wrote: “We never 
saw Our Blessed Lady smiling. 
She always appeared to be very 
serious.” 

Now, as Our Holy Father, Pius 
XI, tells us, “If, foreseeing the 
sins of the future, the soul of 
Jesus became ‘sorrowful 
death,’ it cannot be doubted that 
He already felt some consolation 
when He foresaw the reparation 
we are now making. Hence, even 
now, we shall console the Sacred 
Heart, continually wounded by the 
sins of ungrateful men.”

That was a 
closer union than ever existed in 
any Catholic country because in 
Protestant lands the head of the 
state and the head of the church 
were identical. 


Because we have not had a 
union of Church and State in this 
country Protestants are wont to 
regard “separation” as a Protest- 
ant idea, while, as a matter of 
fact, “union of Church and State” 
was always a Protestant idea in 
Europe, whence Protestants came 
to this country. 


Until the first World War, 
which was only thirty years ago, 
England and Germany and even 
Russia had union of Church and 
State. England has it téday, and 
so have many states which were 
not directly involved in the first 
World War, such as Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark. 

The eyes of prejudice are never 
open to facts, even historical facts 
not far remote. 


Church And Bible 


ORD went out to the world 
from Rome on September 18, 
that twenty Benedictine monks 
had been at work for nearly 50 
years in revising the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures. They expect to 
spend 20 years more at it. This 
is more than twice the length of 
time spent on the translation of 
any Protestant version of the 
Bible; and the Protestant Bible, 
whether the Genevan, the King 
James Version, the Authorized 
Version, or Luther’s Bible, were 
translations of existing Catholic 
scriptures. If there were any mis- 
takes in the former, then there 
were sure to be mistakes in the 
latter. 

But the Benedictine Monks in 
Italy, many of whose predecessors 
in other countries for fourteen 
centuries spent their lives in 
translating and copying books of 
the Bible, are working with an- 
cient manuscripts. : 


St. Jerome had translated the 
Bible from the Hebrew and Greek 
back in the fourth century, but 
his original work has been lost. 
Hence the monks are not retrans- 
lating St. Jerome’s work. 


The news report from Rome ob- 
served: “The work began with a 
world-wide search for all ancient 
manuscripts which formed the 
basis for present”Bibles, including 
the Clementine edition of 1595, 
which is the currently-accepted La- 
tin Vulgate Bible of the Catholic 
Church. Not even the scholars who 
published the Clementine edition 
had access to all the information 
the St. Jerome monastery gather- 
ed 


The Benedictine monks have old 
parchment manuscripts, documents 
written on leather hides, all by 
hand in a variety of script, which 
have faded with time.” 


Yet people are still told that the 
Catholic Church makes less of the 
Bible than do the sects. The sects 
would have no Bible at all if the 
Catholic Church. had not preserved

While this might not have been 
an unusual thing, the lesson 
teaches is important, namely, that 
an anti-Communist, who seriously 
reflects, warms up to the Catholic 
Church which, from the time that 
Bolshevism was born in 1918, has 
been the one great force in the 
world which has been consistently 
and persistently antagonistic to its 
anti-God philosophy. 

We have an instance of the same 
thing in reverse in the appoint- 
ment of an ex-priest as head of the 
Martin Luther University at Halle 
in the Soviet Zone of Germany. He 
was appointed to this position by 
the Communist Minister of Educa- 
tion of Saxony-Anhalt. 

Some-months ago we reported 
the result of a careful survey taken 
by the American authorities among 
the Protestant and Catholic clergy 
of Germany to determine what 
proportion of them had had Nazi 
sympathies. According to the sur- 
yey only one among 2,000 Catho- 
lic priests was found to have such 
sympathies, but this ex-priest 
Winter was one of them. Yet Rus- 
sia’s. agent uses a former Nazi 
sympathizer as the head of a Pro- 
testant University. His Nazi ideas 
brought him into conflict with his 
ecclesiastical superiors and he was 
excommunicated by his Church. 

The moral: The scholar who is 
anti-Nazi, or anti-Fascist, or anti- 
Communist is pro-Catholic, while 
the Pro-Nazi, or pro-Fascist or 
pro-Communist cannot be a prac- 
ticing Catholic. 

If the Catholic Church is not 
regarded by the Soviet govern- 
ments as the chief obstacle to the 
spread of Communism, why do they 
try to destroy the Church? Every- 
one who has cared to know will 
have seen reports on the treatment 
the Church has received in Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Yugo- 
slavia, Roumania, and elsewhere. 
But now we read that the Uniate 
Church following the Ruthenian 
Rite, has been completely sup- 
pressed in what was eastern 
Poland, Five Ruthenian dioceses 
have been done away with east of 
the Curzon Line, and at this time 
seven Ruthenian Bishops and more 
than 2,700 priests are held by the 
Soviets.

‘Visit the infirmary of any of 
these institutions and see how 
contented and happy the retired 
Sisters are, provided with daily 
Mass, with daily Holy Commun- 
ion, resident only a few steps 
from the chapel, where they can 
visit with their God, Whom they 
love above all things. Make the 
rounds of the infirmary and see 
how many Sisters have attained 
the ripe old age of eighty-five or 
ninety. 

God certainly does bless even 
here those who-choose Him as 
the “portion of their inheri- 
tance.”

City. It was in 1879, when huge 
stacks of buffalo hides lined river 
fronts awaiting shipment by boat 
that Father Chrysostom Fofa, 
O.S.B.,. arrived in Miles City. He 
came by stage from Bismarck, N. 
D. He first said Mass at the home 
of A. P. Flanagan. In 1880, Mr. 
Flanagan, with money furnished by 
Edward Flinn, bought land for the 
erection of a church. 

Father Venneman came from 
Helena to solicit funds for the 
church, the last of it coming from 
Irish section gangs working for the 
Northern Pacific. 

Bishop Brondel knew a school 
was needed so in 1884 the Ursuline 
Nuns established a school, the first 
Catholic school in Montana.

Before the 
erection of the new church in 1925, 
there were two enlargements to 
the old building, supervised by the 
five successive pastors.

But here is an even, more im- 
pressive example. I wish now to 
write something else from the Ro- 
man ‘Ritual, which I have never be- 
fore seen translated into English. 
Very few lay people have ever 
read it. Better than anything | 
can say, it reveals the source of 
most of the evil and suffering in 
our world; and the means the 
Church is prepared to use for over- 
coming it. It is a solemn appeal 
to St. Michael the Archangel who, 
in the liturgy of the Church, is 
called the Angel of Peace, but who 
is also the heavenly warrior, chief 
of that

| ons from effect to cause. Thinking 
|and reflecting and reasoning are 
‘intelligent acts and can proceed | 
| only from an intelligent cause. 


| There are plenty of scientists 
| who believe that the soul is an 
‘immaterial substance, in other 


'words, that it is not composed of 
| matter, that it is a spiritual sub- 
‘stance and a simple substance, 
which cannot be divided into parts, 
which, therefore, cannot disinte- 
grate or die. 

It is only the scientist who re- 
jects the spirituality and immortal- 
ity of the soul who must find some 
explanation for thinking and 
reasoning, and, therefore, he 
credits the brain with these acts. 
But in so doing he rejects the first 
principle of philosophy. 

If thought derives directly from 
the brain, then many animals 
‘should be better thinkers and 
reasoners than man, because they 
have a bigger brain and, according 
‘to scientists, some of them a more 
delicate brain. 

Just as your eye of flesh could 
not see of itself, nor your ear hear 
‘of itself, so can the brain not 
‘think of itself. The principle of 
life in you is what segs and hears 
‘and thinks, using the eye and the 
‘ear and the brain as instruments. 

One who has never been taught 
‘to write could accomplish nothing 
with the finest pen made, We say 
'“the pen writes,” but no pen could 
| write except as an instrument ip 
‘the hand of one who had been 
‘taught that art. .Just asa skilled 
writer could not do anything with 
a broken pen, so the human soul 
‘can do nothing with a brain that is 
| deformed. 
| You are very wrong in supposing 
‘that all scientists are materialists, 
'and that none of them would agree 
'with St. Thomas Aquinas. The 
fact is that the greatest scientists 
are believers in a spiritual and 
‘immortal soul. 

In all sciences dealing with the 
human mind, such as psychology, 
psychiatry, there are great differ- 
ences in conclusions of different 
groups accordingly as they are ma- 
terialists or believers. For instance 
in psychiatry, the best practitioner 
rejects the Freudian theory on, 
sex while there are many others, 
usually the most unreliable in the 
profession, who follow Freud. 

Science deals with material 
things only, leaving immaterial 
things to metaphysics, a branch of 
philosophy. Science will never be

and the game continued, the first half ending about a minute after 
this unusual occurrence, without a score as a result of it. 

But the one man who was raising his voice in protest was a 
fellow who had considerable binge He was ‘Leahy. He 
contended that the receiving team could not be interfered with in 
its efforts to catch a kickoff that had not touched the ground. 
Everybody else, including the four officials, thought etherwine. and 
all of us decided that Frank was too excited and too angered at 
a lapse on his own players’ part, so we proceeded about our business 
and just wrote it off to a piece of city-slicker stuff on the part of 
the Boilermakers. 


Between halves, it developed that the officials didn’t have a rule 
book among them, and no one around their quarters had one, either. 
There wasn’t a rule book in the Notre Dame aciasion room, but, as it 
turned out, the Notre Dame team went on the field for the second 
half armed with the proper instructions from: its head coach to meet 
that zany kickoff if Purdue tried it again. When Purdue repeated the 
muneuver in the second half, the Notre Dame receivers signaled for a 
fair catch—the exact remedy for such a situation, although few of 
us knew it at the time.

hir.dered hy a member of the kicking team, The kicking team may not 
interfere even though eligible to recover the ball, the rule and official 
explanation that accompanies it says very plainly. 


The clincher comes when it is added that “absence of a signal 
(to make a fair catch) indicates lack of intention on the part of the 
receiver to make such fair catch, and opponents may play the ball 
or the man AS SOON AS THE RECEIVER TOUCHES THE 
BALL.” When Adams rushed down the field and caught his own 
team’s kickoff, he certainly was interfering with any Notre Dame 
player's right to catch the ball, and the decision giving Adams the 
ball was wrong—as all of us found out later. I tried to explain 
to the readers in my account of the game that the officials were 
entirely correct in their decision and that Coach Leahy was wrong 
in his protest. Twenty-four hours later I was making a red-faced 
correction, taking solace only in the thought that everybody else 
—except Coach Leahy—h.d been wrong, too. 


Two Quarterbacks 


If you listened to that Purdue-Notre Dame game, or saw it, you 
were in on sone of the daffiest doings | have ever seen on a foothall 
field when two major opponents were locked in combat. For instance, 
Steve Oracko, Notre Dame’s precision point-after-touchdown man who 


must have made 100 in a-row in practice the day before, missed his | 
first three tries for the extra point with the ball placed on the two-. 


yard line directly in front of the goal posts. Then, on fourth down 
in the second half, with the ball at a bad angle from the goal posts 
and on Purdue’s 15-yard line, Oracko kicked a field goal accurately be- 
tween the uprights for the three points that were later to provide the 
margin of victory: The ball was held down on the 24-yard line and 
since the goal posts are 10 yards away from that, Oracko’s game- 
winning kick must have traveled at least 45 yards. It was high 
and true all the way. 


But the payoff came when Notre Dame’s winning touchdown . 
was scered by a fourth-string tackle. Not only that, but it was 
the serond touchdown he had ‘scored in two successive games, 
although he probably didn’t appear for more than a total of three 
or four minutes in the two games. Many tackles go through their 
college careers without ever having the opportunity of scoring even 
one touchdown, yet Al Zmijewski scored two in two games. 

In the last 15 seconds of the Southern California game at Los 
Angeles last December, Zmijewski intercepted a Trojan lateral and 
ran 35 yards for a touchdown that wasn’t needed, as the final score 
was 38-7. In the last two minutes of the Purdue game, with Pur- 
due trailing by 21-20, the Boilermakers tried a lateral behind their 
goal line. Leon Hart rushed in, batted the ball aside, Zmijewski 
grabbed it out of the air and stepped four yards over the goal line 
for what proved to be a very precious touchdown, 

There were other things, too. Notre Dame suddenly showed up 
with two quarterbacks early in the second half; that is, two quarter- 
backs standing side by side back of the center to receive the ball. 
It was the first time anyone had ever seen that one, just as it was 
the first time anyone had ever seen a nlaye: catch his own team’s 
kickoff. The maneuver was a puzzler to the Purdue defense at 
first as it had to delay a split second in order to discover which 
quarterback had the ball and where the play was going. The first 
time it worked swell, Frank Tripucka suddenly emerging with the 
ball and throwing it to Leon Hart for a touchdown, but the officials 
ruled Hart’s knee had touched the ground when he made the catch, 
so the gain was restricted to 18 yards But after a fumble and 
bad pass had messed up the works, Coach Leahy went back to a 
single quarterback. 

This year’s Notre Dame team isn’t as strong as those of the last 
two years but it has a lot of stuff on the ball, including an ability to 
capitalize on the other fellow’s: mistakes to score touchdowns, as Pur- 


‘duc learred to its sorrow. Purdue, I might add, is the best team I’ve 


‘seen against Notre Dame since the 1946 Army team.

7] BREE days preceding the 


Feast of the Little Flower I 


spent in Chicago, staying just across the street from St. 
Therese’s National Shrine which is in the Carmelites’ St. 
Clara Church there. I could not hope to see anything more 
beautiful than the Altar of the Little Flower glowing with 
hundreds of lights set in roses—roses symbolic of the spirit- 


ual roses she promised to scatter® 


on the earth. From the Altar one 
turned eyes on the adjacent side 
Altar and Shrine where the relics 
of the Saint are enshrined. But 
first and last the eyes rested on 
Jesus’ Tabernacle. That main 
Altar may best be described as an 
Altar of Repose, for it is thus it 
impresses the spirit. From it con- 
fidence flows, courage grows, love 
flames. 


Never have I seen more ardent 
but quiet and reverent people than 
those who go to this Carmelite 
Church. Often I have visited there 
in times past. Always I see the 
aged, the not so old, the vital, the 
fresh and young, throng daily to 
Mass and Holy Communion. But it 
is not just habit with these wor- 
shippers. They breathe forth faith, 
hope, and love! What a joy these 
good people must be to the devoted 
Carmelites who minister to them. 
And how thrilled must the Fran- 
ciscan Sisters be who labor. there. 
There is one—TI refrain from call- 
ing her name, for she would not 
like me to do this—who moves 
about the sanctuary, decorating the 
altars, arranging the candles, and 
otherwise touching with virginal 
love sacred places, happiness paint- 
ing a picture of complete dedica- 
tion on her face. Ah! what a place 
to go for renewal of spiritual zeal, 
for lighting of love for Christ, His 
Holy Mother, and His beloved 
Little Flower. 


While in Chicago I was invited 
to luncheon with.a friend who re- 
sides in Wilmette (one of that 
city’s beautiful suburban towns), 
and promised a drive to Mundelein 
Seminary in the afternoon. I had 
never visited this renowned Semi- 
nary, which is a perpetual memo- 
rial to the zeal and culture of the 
late Cardinal Mundelein. Amazed 
eyes‘ took in the panorama of 
beauty. Such a gorgeous array of 
evergreens and trees decorating 
hills and valleys in that lovely 
green velvet carpeted estate,—Na- 
ture’s ever fresif invitation to gaze 
on earth beauty, then lift eyes to 
Eternal Beauty. What an environ- 
ment for young men learning the 
supreme art of becoming other 
Christs! 


And there a chapel glowing in 
chastest white, emblematic of the 
glory of the High Priest, Jesus 
Christ, and the purity He exacts 
of His representatives. Even. the

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and the floors in the body of the 
chapel also in white. I shall not 
attempt to describe the liturgical 
beauty of the: Altar of God, the 
marble that beautifies the Holy of 
Holies—the place where footsteps 
become soft and quiet and all 
movements gentle and _ reverent 
.., the place where praying voices 
are muted or are raised in exultant 
song, Gregorian chant of priests 
and students causing God’s song- 
sters to pause in awe and then 
take up the glorious praises. 

Oh, Sanctuary of Jesus, Imma- 
culate Lamb of God! 


The Library at Mundelein Semi- 
nary has over 100,000 volumes. 
There we met Father Harry Koe- 
nig, S.T.D., librarian, alse teacher 
of Church History and archaeol- 
ogy. Father Bernard McMahon, 
S.J., kindly gave of his rest period 
to conduct my friend and me 
through the interesting museum, 
library, and other points. We had 
visited the Chapel before we came 
up with this gracious Jesuit who 
teaches philosophy at -Mundelein.

From the Seminary we drove 
toward Chicago about a mile and 
then came to the Benedictine 
Chapel of Perpetual Adoration.

Reluctantly 
the Sisters whose period had ex- 
pired gave way to new adorers 
whose turn in the twenty-four 
hour assignments for adoration had 
come.

XIl, to ascertain whether he could pay his Ad Limina visit in 
1938 instead of 1939. The Secretary to the Cardinal an- 
swered the Bishop that it would be quite satisfactory. 

But when, a few weeks later, the Bishop saw the pro- 


pest, he observed that it was practically identical to that 
which was followed at the ninth centenary of the death of 
st Emeric, held in the same city in the year 1930, which was 
attended by the Bishop. Hence he decided to go to Europe as 


presently pastor of the Cathedral, Fort Wayne, had planned 
to attend the Congress and offered to substitute for the 


The Bishop then bought a round-trip ticket on the Ital- 
ian liner Rex, which would deliver him to Naples, and would 
receive him again three weeks later for the refurn passage. 

On this luxury liner were a number of prominent eccle- 
siastics and laymen bound for the Budapest Congress. All 
left the boat at Genoa, leaving Bishop Noll practically the 
only prelate on the ship, whose final stop would be Naples, 
whence he would take the train to Rome. 

Among the travelers were Cardinal Dougherty, of Phila- 
delphia; Archbishop Glennon, of St. Louis; Bishop Alter, of 
Toledo, Father Gillis, the Paulist, and Mr. and Mrs. John 
Moody, of New York. Archbishop Glennon and Bishop Noll 
sat side by side in the dining room of the ship. Father Gillis 
lectured every day on the history of Hungary and its people. 
He was, therefore, a guest of the steamship company. 

Mrs. Moody was not a Catholic then, but joined the 
Church shortly after her return to New York. Her niece, 
long very bitter at her uncle for having embraced the Cath- 
dlic faith, has also come into the Church, and has become 
4 very active and ardent apostle for the faith. 

In Rome the Bishop stopped at a hotel near the Santa 
Susanna Church, which is in charge gf the Paulist Fathers 
of the United States, said Mass there daily, and preached 
to the congregation at the principal Mass on Sunday. 

After making his Ad Limina visits to the four large 
Basilicas in Rome he carried the report of his diocese, cover- 
ing the previous four years, to the office of the Secretary of 
State. Cardinal Pacelli was absent, because he had been 
selected by Pope Pius XI as the Papal Legate to the Buda- 
pest Congress. A Monsignor received the Bishop in the name 
of Cardinal Pacelli, and after greeting him, remarked: “I 
thought that you were to attend the Eucharistic Congress at 
Budapest, which is now on.” To this the Bishop answered 
that he had fully intended to when he wrote to make his Ad 
; ina Visit a year in advance of the regular time, but when 
¢ discovered that one of his priests was to attend the Con- 
eres, he asked him to read his paper. The Bishop explained

several Franciscan Fathers entered the boat to go to Rome 


to attend a General Chapter of their Order. The Bishop = 


seized the opportunity to discuss the Civil War, with. them. 
They drew a very vivid picture of the thousands of priests | 
and religious who were murdered by the Communist forces, 
of the great destruction of property, and told the Bishop in 
all sincerity that General Franco had only one ambition in 
that war, and that was “to crush the head of the serpent, 
Communism,” so that it would not be able to wreak havoc in 
other countries. 

Bishop Noll believes that such would probably have been 
the effect of the Franco victory if our country and England 
and others had not thrown their sympathy towards the 
“Loyalists,” who were constituted of Communists, Anar- 
chists, Socialists, and supplied with troops and ammunition 
and money by Russia. Because of the propaganda carried 
on by the Loyalist agénts, the Bishop explains, the world 
was poisoned into believing that they were loyal Spanish 
patriots, and that their cause was just. Had the nations now 
having so much trouble with Russia been on the right side 
then, Communism would not have received the new lease on 
life which it did receive because of the sympathy it had from 
nearly every nation in Europe and from the United States. 

As Bishop Noll embarked from Naples on the return 
trip, a Spanish general and his staff were passengers. The 
Bishop immediately identified himself to this. general and 
conversations began which confirmed everything which the 
Franciscan Fathers had told him. This general had only one 
arm, one eye, and his face was badly scarred from encoun- 
ters with the Moroccans in an earlier war. He had been a 
trainer of General Franco. 

The. Bishop asked him to what degree Germany and 
Italy were helping the so-called “rebels’’—the Franco army— 
in Spain. He answered that the Germans were doing no fight- 
ing for Spain; that they were doing a little bombing of their 
own, but more as practice for the war which Hitler envision- 
ed might be launched in the near future. As to the Italian 
troops, the General told the Bishop that they were for the 
most part adventurers, on an escapade of their own, and of 
no great benefit to the Spanish army, because they were not 
trained soldiers. 

Bishop Noll has told us that although the two Americas 
owe so much to Spain, Protestant America has never liked 
Catholic Spain, and was disappointed that the Loyalists, who 
were fighting chiefly for the introduction of Communism into 
Spain, did not win the victory. He commented: 

“Franco has been unjustly accused of giving aid to 
Hitler, despite the fact that Winston Churchill praised 
Franco for keeping Hitler out of the Mediterranean. Our 
statesmen have denounced Franco as a dictator, as a Fascist 
and, therefore, have opposed the admission of his country 
into the UN; yet all the while our nation have played with 
and appeased and even glorified Stalin who has, for many 
years, been a far more relentless dictator than Franco or 
any other comtemporary ruler. 

“How can any country, torn by civil strife and impover- 
ished, unify the mutually antagonistic elements in its pop- 
ulation without a dictator? Franco has often said that he 
was not cut out to be a politician or a civil ruler? and that he 
does not care for his job, but he is determined to hold it as 
long as there is danger of the enemies of Spain organizing 
again. 


“In 1933, immediately after the first election of Pres-| 
ident Roosevelt, didn’t we, of this country, give him unlim-| 


ited powers? We were in the depths of a depression, and 
could not wait for Congress to wrangle over the best meas- 
ures to cure it. The Republicans and Democrats alike agreed 
to ‘let Roosevelt do it.’ 

“Most of the big mistakes that have been made in various 
countries, to the detriment of the nation itself, as well as to 
its people, can be traced to propaganda of hatred and slander. 
It is high time for the world to learn that lesson—but it is 
unwilling to bury its prejudices,”

Biography is that department of 
literature which treats of the lives 
of men and women. This form of 
writing is to be found in the Old 
Testament accounts of the patri- 
archs. The legends of the Greeks 
and Romans were but biographical 
events in the lives of their gods 
and heroes. Popular in ancient 
times—Biographies are most pop- 
ular today and these will be wide- 
ly read: 

By Cross And Anchor—James K. 
Jamison. Compelling is this life 
of Frederic Baraga (later the first 
Bishop of Marquette) whose thir- 
ty-seven year apostolate was spent 
among the Indians, inhabiting the 
isolated regions of Lake Superior. 
This sharply etched picture of In- 
dian and Canadian life describes 
a period as turbulent and event- 
ful as any in our history and will 
be valued by our young people for 
its note of adventure, drama and 
realism. The more mature reader 
will appreciate the historical. con- 
tent and high courage of this 
priest-hero who emerges to victory 
after a long, tense and unrelenting 
struggle. The book is dedicated 
thus: “To My Young Jane, And 
To All Thoughtful Youth Every- 
where Who May Learn Herein The 
Power of Humility.” 


In his Forward. Mr. Jamison con- 
cludes: “Finally, in fairness to the 
subject, to the reader and to the 
author, I believe it needs to be 
said that this writer is not a com- 
municant of -the Church which 
Frederic Baraga served.” 


Scott And His Men—Sara May- 
nard. This 1912 record of South 
Polar exploration has a full roster 
of heroes who won the admiration 
of the world. Captain Robert 
Scott of the Royal Navy, the last 
great explorer who had to do 
things the hard way, kept a diary 
day by day, which recreates the 
Anartic expedition in such graphic 
detail that the reader follows the 
little band of explorers every step 
of the way. Most tragic is their 
arrival at the South Pole only to 
find that Captain Amundsen, the 
Norwegian explorer had arrived 
there one month and two days 


earlier. None of Scott’s band of 
‘five survived the tragic return 
‘march thus carrying out their mot- 
| to—“To strive, to seek, to find, and 
not to yield.”
